SANTA MONICA, April 29.—This 
was a strenuous day for Senator Rob- 
ert M. La Follette, but if he felt the 
strain he did not show it except by a 
slight hoarseness, following his open- 
air talk to the Civil War veterans at 
the Home early in the afternoon. 

After his address there he was 
whisked by automobile, over the gaso- 
line trail along Nevada avenue, to the 
Majestic Theater on Oregon avenue. 
Here he was introduced by Presdent 
Frank Edinborough of the Santa Mon- 
ica La Follette Club, who stated 
among other things that “Senator La 
Follette had been brought into the 
present fight by the men who had 
deserted him.” The Wisconsin Sena- 
tor carried his attentive audience by 
easy stages through the years in which 
he had been assisting in making laws 
at Washington and in his own State. 
He fired pot-shot and forty-pounders 
into the Roosevelt administration, 
saying if Rosevelt should be the candi- 


some new terms of denunciation for 
the trusts; but these, he said, would 
not reduce the high cost of living.’ He 
thought President Taft had told 
the truth when he stated that it 

not lie in his mouth to smite the h 

that had fed him and remarked in 
this connection that no President 
should use the power of his office to 
encompass the nomination of his suc- 
cessor.

In England money, pensions and prom- 
ises of place and titles were openly used 
to procure the passage of acts of Parlia- 
ment. Walpole—himself the most corrupt 
of Ministers—declared that Bute carried 
his measures by bribery, using on one oc- 
casion $125,000 from the public treasury 
for that purpose. One case of wholesala 
bribery cost the country $1,445,000 and an- 
other $4,500,000.

Armed mobs surrounded 
the Courthouse at Rutland and Windsor 
and broke up the sittings of the court, be- 
lieving stories told by defeated litigants 
of unjust and fraudulent dealings and harsh 
decisions. 

Within the last thirty to forty-five years 
there were public scandals greater than 
any which have been circulated durine 
the last quarter of a century. The Credit 
Mobilier, the Union Pacific manipulation, 
the Erie Railroad deal, ‘Black Friday, the 
Tweed ring, with its notorious briberies 
of judges and legislators, the paving scan. 
dal and the whisky ring and numerous 
other frauds, briberies and thefts, involv- 
ing judges, Congressmen, Senators, Cabi- 
net officers, and even the Vice-President 
and President, are a part of history. In 
our own State there are men still living 
who remember the Phelps-Parks-Conners 
Senatorial election, with the wardrobe in- 
cident. There were other Senatorial elec- 
tions in which it was an open secret that 
incumbents—both Republicans and 
Democrats, bought their togas from the 


Legislature, as openly as Roman Emperors 


purchased the imperial purple from the 
Praetorian guard. 

Compare the records of both the remot 
and recent past with those of today, an 
who shall say that public life is not purer 
and public men more honest than of old? 

The world—or at least that part of the 
world that is included within our national 
domain—has grown and is growing better 
every day. Our moral advance has kept 
pace with our material prosperity and 
our intellectual growth. Never was there 
greater reason for rejoicing at increasing 
prosperity than now; never was there 
less occasion for foreboding; never was 
there less excuse for trying to foment agi- 
tation and for arraying the idle against 
the industrious. !

D WALSH, king of spitball twirt- 

ers, says the damp curve is the 

surest “fooler” that ever came out 
of the pitcher's box. 

“When I've got my spitter breakiag 
right I can beat any ball club in the 
world,” says the star right-hander of 
the Chicago White Sox. “No use 
trying to bat against it; it's simply 
unhittable. Larry Lajole, Ty Cobb 
and all the other hitting stars of the 
American League will tell you the 
same story. Ask Lajote about the time 
I fanned him in Cleveland with the 
American League championship at 
atake. 

“It was back in 1908. The Cleve- 
land Naps needed one game to Win 
the pennant. They had us tied in the 
tenth. . Larry went to the bat with 
three men on and one man out. A 
hit or a long fly would have won the 
game and the pennant for Cleveland. 
Did Larry produce either? Not on 
your tintype. He struck out; fouled 
two spitters, then Watched a straight, 
fast ball split the plate ‘in half. I 
fooled the big Frenchman that day. 
He was loking for another damp 
curve; thought I wouldn't dare use 
a straight ball. But that’s where I 
I knew he was set for 
a curve and pulled the unexpected on 
him— pulled the throttle wide open 
and shot it over as fast as 1 could. 

“The spitter is a terror when it 
works right.

REPORT WILL BE FORWARDED 


TO CONSULTING ENGINEER. 

Bears on Plans for Fishermen's 

Wharf in General Harbor Scheme. 

Annual Tonnage Not So Far Be- 

Scores Engaged. 


— —— 


Authentic figures in Secretary 
Fleming's office show that although 
San Francisco's fishing industry has 
been a development of many years, 
that city is handling only &38 tons 
more of fish per annum than the fish- 
ing interests of Los Angeles. 

An approximate report made by the 
various companies that are engaged 
in the fishing industry at the harbor 
show that each day during the sum- 


handled, and during the winter 
months about six tons per day goes 
out from the fishermen’s boats, mak- 
ing an average of nine tons per day 
handled during the year. / 

The fish concerns report there is 

consumed locally about 5 per cent. of 
the catch; that 2 per cent. is shipped 
by water and 93 per cent. is dis- 
tributed by rail. 
The boats used in the fishing indus- 
try in the waters around San Pedro 
are from three to nine tons, or have 
an average tonnage of six tons. The 
length of the boats used averages 
thirty feet, and gasoline is the pro- 
pelling power. 


From the best info obtain-. 


able, there are now about seventy- 
five boats engaged in the fishing trade 


‘lat the harbor, and at this time there 


are 204 licensed fishermen, according 
to the records of the Fish and Game 
Warden. He believes, however. there 
are many more fishermen operating 
than have been licensed and  esti- 
mates 250 men are engaged in the 
fishing business at the harbor.

LINDSAY, April 29.— Lindsay is 
to have the largest orange-packing 
plant in the world, the plans for the 
structure and its equipment of ma- 
chinery having been adopted at a 
meeting of the directors of the Lind- 
say Packing-House Association — the 
growers’ co-operative organization — 
held yesterday. The directors voted 
to increase the capital stock of the 
organization from $30,000 to $100,000 
and to build an addition of 1560x98 
feet to their present building, to 


400 feet on the ground floor, with a 
basement the entire size of the build- 
ing in which to provide sweatrooms 
cold storage when necessary. 
This building is to be equipped with 
the most modern orange-handling 
machinery and when it is completed 
it will be the last word in orange 


packing

Last year the company was very 
successful in that fruit to the value 
of nearly $40,000 was. marketed, at a 
price which brought the growers $1.53 
net per box for all grades.

The fret cherries will come from the

the way and while probably not over 


consignment it marks the opening 
of the season, one which, according to 
indication, will be most successful. 

The first cherries will be of the 
Purple Gwyn variety, the earliest to 
mature. John Huber, secretary of 
Rivers Bros, who has just returned 
from a trip through the north, says 
that while the first cherries may not 
be the best ever eaten they will be as 
good as anw first arrivals of any sea- 
son. 

After the first shipment, cherries 
will gradually increase 
from day to day until about May 10, 
when they will begin to arrive in large 
auantities. At that time the black 
varieties will begin to come and a 
short time afterward the Royal Ann, 
and other high class red cherries, will 
be in the market. 

Huber. after. looking over the prod- 
uce and fruit situation of the State, 
gays indications are for a heavy crop 
of everything this year. 

‘There is everything now in favor 
of good crops, not alone of cherries, 
but alse pears, peaches, apricots and 
other deciduous fruits,” said he. 
‘“Rountiful crops seem assured. 

I believe prices will be reasonable 
this year. So far as can be seen it 
will be a splendid financial year for 
all concerned, including the consumer.

must not be overlooked. That is. 
while crops will be heavy the size of 
the fruit will not be so large. Two 
reasons are given for this. One is 
that there has not been enough rain 
and the other is that when there is a

The Broadway Tunnel. 
ANGELES, April 
the itor of the Times: ] I have 
been asked some of the property 
owners on orth Broadway why I 
had not expressed my opinion as to 
the best way of relieving the con- 
gestion and carrying the traffic 
through the Broadway tunnel, the 
Baker Iron Works, (the corporation 
which I represent) being large owners 
of property on that street, having 
1140 feet on North Broadway, and 
1900 feet as a total frontage on 
streets adjacent thereto. 
Of course, we are much interested 


made, are permanent, and to that 
end our preference would be an open 
cut. It has been demonstrated, how- 
ever, that the people are not yet 
ready for that large expense, and, as 
a makeshift, some of them have sug- 
gested building a run around the tun- 
nel by going up Buena Vista street 
and coming back into Broadway at 
the County Courthouse. This plan to my. 
notion is merely a makeshift, and 
would be a Very expensive one after 
paying for the improvements that 
As the cut seems an impossibility 
mend the building of another tunnél 
parallel to the present one, allowing 
the north-bound street car to swing 
over a little to the right into 
the and the south- 


the crossing and recrossing 
of cars and vehicles at each end of 
the tunnel as proposed sometime 
ago in other plans, where the rail- 
Way company proposed to build a 
parallel tunnel for its own use, swing- 
ing out from the street into it, and 
swinging back into the street again 
at the other end. 

The city and the railway company 
should join forces, so that a fifteen 
foot right of way, or more if neces- 
sary, would be granted the railway, 
and a fifteen foot strip in the old 
tunnel. Then for the public, a six 
oot sidewalk in each tunnel and a 
nineteen foot roadway in each tunnel. 
This would positively eliminate con- 
gestion. and prevent accidents, because 
the traffic in each tunnel would al- 
ways be going in one direction. 

The present tunnel is 761 feet long, 
and the north end is uncovered above 
the concrete arch, so far as earth 
is concerned, for about 100 feet, and 
should be at once cut off and made 
an open cut, thus bringing the pres- 
ent tunnel down to a length of 661 
feet, which would be a reduction of 
about 16 per cent, in its length. It 
would, to my mind, be a great im- 
provement to have the tunnel as short 
as possible on account of light and 
ventilation. Now if this improve- 
ment should be made by having an- 
other tunnel parallel to the original. 
as per the sketch, it would come out 
at the north end at a point 200 feet 
south of the north. portal of the pres- 
ent tunnel, making the new tunnel 
not over 5 feet long. Then the 
present way tunnel, if this im- 
provement is made, should be cut 
down to the same length, as the 
property over the north portal of 
the present tunnel is not of great 
value. 

As the proposed change of grade 
lowers the tunnel at California about 
18 to 20 feet,’the boring of a second 
tunnel would not be as objectionable 
to property owners over it as though 
it, were cut at the present level of 
the old tunnel, and the shortening 

the tuanel by 200 feet would 


ent layout, in practical effect very 
similar to an open cut. | 

Then if the property ts not too 
valuable over the north portal and 
can be purchased for a low figure, 
there is nothing over the tunnel to 
prevent cutting back another one 
hundred feet at the north end, thus 
making the tunnel only 461 feet long. 
Then the discharge of the new tun- 
nel at the north portal would be 
dropping right into Buena Vista 
street, which intersects North Broad- 
way, thus making a very broad 
entrance to the north portal. , 
This improvement can be made 30 
that the new tunnel can be put into 
operation before the old tunnel would 
have to be disturbed. 

As the proposed change of grade 
on the present tunnel, as well as the 
new proposed one, would be 18 to 20 
feet lower than its present grade at 
California street, and the grade at 
North, Broadway and Sunset boule- 
vard Would be raised six feet and 
taper down to the existing grade at 
Ord street. as contemplated, this 
would give an easy traffic grade. 

It is my opinion that if a get-to- 
gether meeting is called and a report 
from the city engineers as to the 
cost, etc., of this scheme, submitted, 
there will be little objection raised 
by the property owners, and I believe 
that the railway company would be 
perfectly willing to do even more 
than its share towards paying for 
the improvement, in consideration of 
the right of way 28 fifteen feet

Uses for Raisins. — 

LOS ANGELES, April 29.—[To the 
Editor of the Times:] Raisin day is 
to be celebrated April 30. It is right 
to glorify the raisin. It is the best 
“frult of the vine,” better than wine 
or brandy, or grape juice, or even 
ripe grapes. Sugar is now considere 
to be a necessary part of a “balance 
ration,” but cane sugar is not the best 
form of sugar. Uncooked fruit sugar 
‘ge better, and raisin sugar is among 
the best of the fruit sugars. But, in 
order to get the full value of raisins 
they must be eaten uncooked, not 
cooked.. Many recipes are extant to 
uns them in some coked form, but 
when raisins are cooked, they lose 
most, if not all, of their food value. 
The seeds are the great drawback 
to their being eaten raw. There are 
raisins, but they lack the 
flavor of the real “muscatel.” Raisin: 
may also be had “seeded,” deprived 
of their seeds, but the price is double 
that of “loose muscatels.” The prob- 
lam is how to prepare them so as to 
get the full benefit of their goodness 
at the pas cost. I give you the fol- 
wi r 
the stems 
from loose muscatels and grind them 
in a food chopper with the “peanut 
butter grinder” in place, set close. 
1 find the Universal No. 1 excellent 
for that purpose. The product is a 
smooth paste, the seeds and skins 
being finely crushed. Placed in a 
covered vessel it will keep indefinite- 
ty. It should be handled with a dry 
spoon, no water being allowed to 
touch it, as that would induce fer- 
mentation. This jam may be spread 
upon bread, or used like any kind of 
cooked “sweet meats.” A raisin 
sandwich of b bread makes a 

licious meal. 
eg — Sauce—With a dry ‘spoon, 
| place some of the “raisin jam“ in a 
bowl and add two to three spoonfuls 
of water for each spoonful of jam. 
Crush and mix with a spoon until 
thoroughly mixed. If allowed to 
stand an hour or two, much of the 
water will be absorbed, making the 
sauce thicker, though it may be used 
at once like any frult sauce.

Even their clothing in many 
cases consists of what they wore when 
they fied, panicstricken before the 
rushing waters. 

Many hundreds have lost their lives, 
and many thousands of the survivors 
are without means to live for more 
than a few weexs at mos. Their 
livestock is destroyed, their fences are 
gone, their homes are demolished, 
and where was joy aud peace and 
prosperity now is heard the wail of 
women and the cry of hungry chil- 
dren, and is seen the muté agony 
of strong men crushed under ‘the 
weight of awful calamity. 

This scene of desolation extends 
from Columbus, Kentucky, almost to 
New Orleans. 

For weeks the rising waters of the 
Mississippi threatened the safety of 
these people. 

For many hundreds of miles cn 
either side of the great river im- 
mense levees have been thrown up 
to protect the adjacent lands from 
overflow. These levees were sup- 
posed to be ample for the purpose, 
but man’s efforts are feeble when 
pitted against the Titanic forces of 
nature. The winter in the Rast has 
been of unusual severity, and the 
snow fall very great. The sudden 
coming of the spring time. with its 
genial warmth, caused a very rapid 
melting of the snows and the great 
volume of accumulated waters poured 
into the Mississippi, but the levees 
were bullt to take care of the water 
and the people felt secure. Day after 
day the river rose, higher and higher 
climbed the crest of the wave, and 
from Washington came the warning 
to expect the highest waters in the 
history of the great river. Then it 
was, there began a mighty, but un- 
equal struggle between man and na- 
ture. Many thousands of men col- 
lected at the weak spots filling sacks 
with sand and piling same on the 
summit of the levees to hold back the 
raging waters. Day end night they 
toiled. Wife and babe were behind 
ome levees with all that life heid 

ear. 

No time to rest, no time for sleep. 
Camps were established, and the 
heroic women, many of them gently 
and tenderly reared, prepared food 
for the men who had no time to pre- 
pare it for themselves. Negroes and 
whites alike engaged in the terrific 
contest. And still the river crept 
higher. And still men piled sacks of. 
sand to hold back the mighty water. 
At last in hundreds of places the hun- 
gry waves lap the topmost sack, and 
the cry goes up “save yourselves.” 
Columbus, Kentucky, is the first town 
to be submerged, and then Hickman, 
Kentucky, and then New Madrid, Mis- 
sourl, and on to Wilson, Arkansas, 
and on and on and on till the turbul- 
ent waters reach the great City of 
New Orleans. 

In places the water is ‘seventy-five 

es wide, presenting a scene of 

esolation of which it is impossible 
to conceive. Houses are swept from 
their foundations, great forest trees 
are uprooted as if timid daisies, 
horses and cattle are drowned by 
the thousands. Where once was 
peace and plenty, are hungry babes, 
famishing women, tired but uncon- 
quered men. For hundreds of miles 
this awful scene is presented. Boats 
sent out to rescue the people have 
found whole families in tree tops, on 
the roofs of partially submerged 
homes, chilled with the cruel cold. 
Many thousands of homes are utterly 
destroyed, many hundreds are seen 
Goating down the turbulent streams. 

As the waters recede, an epidemic 
of smallpox follows, and there are now 
in Tennessee and Arkansas, many 
thousands of cases and many hun- 
dreds have already died. eth 

The Tennessee Society at its last 
meeting appointed a committee to re- 
ceive help for these sufferers, money 
or clothes. Mr. Wm. I. Stocksbury, 
No. 926 Story Building, is president 
of the society.
